The three-day national seminar on environment here has unanimously decided to 
establish an “Indian society of environmental sciences" to promote awareness 
among the people. 


The proposed national body would suggest guidelines for "total development of the 
environment.” It would also provide a forum for interaction between environ- 
mentaliste of different disciplines. 


The seminar, in which 130 scientists from all parte of the country participated, 
voiced its concern over the need for striking a balance between development 
and en\ ironment. 


Prof. C. Karunakaran of the Centre for Earth Science Studies, who presided over 
the concluding session of the seminar on Saturday, told newsmen that an eight- 
point recommendation embodies the conclusion of the deliberations. 


The recommendations called for the control and monitoring of all activities that 
affected the quality of the air, water, soil and biological resources of the 
country. 


All moasures to promote harmony between man and nature should be encouraged. 


Ecosystems should be understood in their total perspective so that the living 
and the non-living resources could be used judiciously to avoid imbalance that 
may become irreversible in the environment. 


All types of development projects should be subjected to scientific analysis for 
studying their impact on the environment. 


The seminar suggested that training to appreciate and value the environment should 
begin at the school level. The non-formal education system should also include 
the study of the environment. 


Viewed in the context of the deliberations of the seminar, Prof. C. Karunakaran 
said that the Silent Valley in Kerala should be preserved wholly for “our own 
survival". 


Dr. N. I. Ramanathan, director of the newly-constituted department of environment 
at New Delhi told the seminar that the people as a whole should participate in all 
environment issues.

They 
installed a total of 118 items of dust removal equipment last year, and they set a 

record for the largest number of boilere eadified in 4 single year. 


Thies street office began in 1973 to undertake work related to emoke and dust control. 
After the “environmental protection lawe” were published, they worked in cooperation 
with more than 100 milita.y wnite etationed in the area and launched 4 battle against 
air pollution from emoke and dust. Today, the 184 operating boilers located in the 
area have all installed reciprocating grates, chain grates, double layer grates, 
simple gas, or other effective meane of eliminating dust, including the bot tom-feed 
method, while 95 percent of the 185 tea furnaces have undergone treatment. Since 
these measures have been taken, coal is able to be burned wore effeciently, with the 
result that the density of emoke emitted from more than 90 percent of the boilers 

is now below the national allowable standard, thus basically satisfying the four 
requirements: elminatire enoke and dust, saving coal, saving heat and ensuring 
production, and prowiding safe operation. 


Last year, the street office served notice to the M unite which had not carried out 
the treatment, though they were capable of doing #0, to complete the treatment within 
a certain time limit. The great majority of those unite which received the notice 
quickly finished their tasks ahead of time. Only four unite failed to do so, and 

these unite have been ordered to shut down their boilere until the treatment is 
complete!. As soon as they had received the order to shut down their boilers, some 
unite qu ckly organized forces and began construction on the same day, and thus 
finished their task quickly. The street office assisted those unite which lack the 
resources or capital to carry out their taske.

[Text) Late last month, the Municipal Environmental Protection Research Institute 


observed the phenonmenon of acid rain at Kinghuang, Longhua, and Songjiang in 
Shanghai County. Thies is an alarming signal of air pollution which deserves notice. 


Rain, in general, ie slightly acidic. We all know that the pl value used as 4 measure 
of acidity and alkalinity ranges from 1 to 14. A walue of 7 is neutral; a value 
greater than 7 is alkaline, while a value less than 7 is acidic. Generally speaking, 
the average rain hase 4 pl value in the range of 6-7. If the pH value of rain falls 
below 5.6, it is considered acid rain. 


Acid rain ie caused mainly by pollutant in the air. Coal, petroleum, and iron ore 
contain a relatively high concentration of sulfur, and these substances constitute 
the main raw materiale or fuel used in thermal power generation, in iron, steel, and 
colored metal refining, and in sulfuric acid and cement plants. The gases emitted 
from these plants contain a large quantity of sulfur dioxide, which, when combined 
with the moisture in the atmosphere, forme acid clouds and taiis to the ground as 
acid rain. 


Acid rain contaminates the rivers and lakes, thus affecting the quality of water for 
human consumption, and so is directly harmful to human health. Acid rain also damages 
the soil, adwersely affecting the growth of crops, and corrodes buildings. 


According to an estimate, approximately 150 million tons of sulfur dioxide are 
discharged into the atmosphere all over the world every year. In order to reduce the 
danger of acid rain, we must improve the structure of fuel and methods of combustion. 
We must aleo adopt effective desulfurization measures in order to strictly limit 


the quantity of sulfur compounds discharged into the atmosphere.

NIA alleging that mining operation of respondent has been seriously affecting 
ite Batutu Irrigation System. It aleo caused pollution and siltation of the 
farmlands in the towns of New Bataan and Compostela. Similar complaints by 
some 2,000 farmers and Sangguniang Bayan of Compostela followed al leging 

that about 2,975 hectares of cultivated ricelands had been polluted as 4 result 
of the respondents mining activities. 


The NPOC investigated the case and found owt that respondent was causing 
pollution inte the environment and silted the irrigation system by excessively 
dumping ite minewaste downslope of delineated limit. These findings were con- 


firmed by wastewater sampling test conducted as evidenced by the presence of 
heavy metals. 


In the NPCC order, it is likewise manifested that respondent tried its best to 
properly maintain ite waste disposal system.

DELEGATES TO ABIDJAN SEA POLLUTION CONFERENCE SIGN CONVENTION 
Detaile of Convention

[Text] Lt has been decided. From now on nothing will be left to chance or done 
at random by the coastal countries of West and Central Africa in the steps they 
take for guarding against pollution of their seashore and their coastal waters. 


Following a week of consultation and hard work, 16 of these countries have just 
adopted a treaty committing them to cooperate in the struggle against sea 
pollution. Simultaneous with this cooperation treaty they officially sign on 
this very day, these countries have subscribed to a regional plan of action for 
the protection and exploitation of the sea environment and the coastal zones. 
And as a measure of support or parallel action they have decided to create a 
regional fund specially earmarked for financing projects of common interest. 


For the period extending to 1983 the countries and the UNEP have pledged them- 
selves to contribute approximately one billion CFA france for the implementation 
of the convention and the plan of action. 


It will have taken a whole week of consultations and often heated discussions on 
the part of the ministers and plenipotentiaries of the 16 countries attending the 
Abidjan meeting to come to an agreement on the documents in which were formulated 
the terms of the cooperation treaty and the plan of implementation, and which the 
legal experts commissioned by their governments had prepared according to 
instructions. The situation was that the country delegates, prior to committing 
their governments, wished to examine in the minutest details and implications the 
definitions of the program's projects, the conventions and the protocol thus 
submitted to them for the fight against pollution and the protection and exploi- 
tation of the sea and coastal environment within a framework of regional coopera- 
tion. And this is what they did during all their deliberations. The preparatory 
work done by the sea law legal experts last 13 and 14 March was so well done, so 
it is said, that in the end the plenipotentiaries required only minor amendments. 
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by thus adopting the convention on the protection and exploitation of the sea 
environment, the coastal and teland States of West and Central Africa recognize 
and openly proclaim “the threat of the fact that poliution and the environment 

are not taken tuto account in the development process bears heavily on the sea 
environment and the coastal sones, their ecological balance, their resources and 
their legitimate utilization.” Also in the preamble to the text of the convention 
they loudly affirm "the necessity in which they find themselves to cooperate in 
order to maintain, thanks co a coordinated and holistic approach, a sustained pace 
of development without harming the environment." 


In this same part of the convention the signers emphasized "the need to adopt a 
carefully planned research, surveillance and evaluation program, by reason of 

the lack of ecientific data on sea pollution in the region of West Afr a." 

This was the last point in the implementation plan which was adopted, the funda- 
mental purpose of which is to help the countries of the region to define and 
implement a coherent policy of protection and exploitation of the sea environment. 


The goals of this implementation plan, which appears more like a strategy of 
approach to sea environment problems, essentially concern "the evaluation of 
the environmental condition and the promotion within the region of a method to 
manage socioeconomic developmental activities which respects the environmenta’ 
quality and permits the protection and efficient utilization of the resources." 


At the ead of their work the ministers and plenipotentiaries agreed to include in 
he convention six sources of pollution, that from: waste disposal by ships and 
ircraft; soll caused by discharge from rivers and estuaries; coastal pollution 
© to agricultural and industrial activities and waste drainage; activities 

relating to the exploitation of the sea~bottom and its substrata; the atmosphere; 

and finally, coastal erosion related, for example, to such human activities as 
land recovery and civil engineering work on the coast. 


The delegates consider that all these pollution forms already exist in the region 
and therefore decided to take "all appropriate measures to prevent them, reduce 
them, combat them and control them within the zone covered by the convention, and 
to assure a cational management of natural resources from the environmental point 
view, by atilizing for this purpose the means at their disposal, given their 
apabilities." 


\ program as ambitious as that demands, as was observed by a Nigerian delegate, 
“eubecantial means.” Also, the conference opted for the proposal offered by the 
UNEP to create a regional fund earmarked for this purpose and supplied by con- 
tributions from the countries with the substantial support of the UNEP, destined 
to finance projects of common interest. 


Thecountries committeed themselves to allocate $2.5 million in 1982 and 1983 for 
this fund. The UNEP promised for its part to contribute this year and the 2 coming 
years a sum of $1.4 million of this same foreign exchange. This effort of 
participation appears all the more significant given the fact that it was the 

UNE? that was commissioned by the countries to furnish the secretariat with the 
execution of the convention and of the regional implementation plan. 











The office that was established to direct the labors of the conference will serve 
as the management committee for this plan until the next meeting in 1983. This 
office ia made up of representatives of seven countries and is headed by the 

Ivory Coast in the person of Me Lamine Padika, Minieter of Marine. In operation 
it will function as the decision-making political agency at the regional level. 
Moreover, the provisions of the convention allow for designation at the national 
level of a coordinating authority for national efforts. This authority will serve 
ae Liaison agency with the regional secretariat which the UNEP will undertake to 
operate for the common good of the countries concerned.

[Text] Of the 16 countries that participated in the Conference (Angola, Benin, 
Congo, Ivory Coast, Gabon, Gambia, Ghana, Guinea, Equato~ialGuinea, Liberia, 
Mauritania, Nigeria, Cameroon, Senegal, Togo and Zaire) ten have signed the 
convention as of now, as well as the protocol of coope.ation. These are Senin, 
the Congo, Gabon, Shana, Guinea, Liberia, Nigeria, Togo and the Ivory Coast. 
The others which did not duly empower their delegates to sign the final document 
will eventually do so. The possibility is not being excluded, inciden.ally, 
that the countries in the implementation zone which were not represented at the 
Abidjan meeting (Sierra Leone, Cape Berde, Guinea-Bissau and Sao Tome and 
Principe) may in their turn ratify the document at the appointed times, between 
23 March and 22 June 1981. The Ivorian Government was designated as depositary 
for the convention and the protocol, and it will receive the acts of ratification 
from the countries that did not sign the treaty on Monday. As we announced 
previously (F.M. 23 March) it was once again our country that was chosen to 
preside over the Management Committee made .«p of representatives of Angola, the 
Congo, Ghana, Nigeria and Senegal, and was charged with providing, in collabo- 
ration with UNEP, for the implementation of the convention, the treaty, and the 
implementation plan according to resolutions adopted by the plenipotentiaries.

[Text] The Minfetery of Fisheries believes that, despite the government's ban 
on fishing and yesterday's decision to move the poison dumps completely from 
Cheminova, there is good reason to fear a violent reaction from consumers in 
Rurope and the USA after disclosure of the poison scandal on the west cost of 
Jutland. 


Such a reaction can quickly cost the Danish fishing industry several hundreds 
of million krone. For the moment, the industry must await with uncertainty 

for an eventual reaction in the middle of next week. Then first reports will be 
coming in on the turnover of Danish fish products in a long list of importing 
countries. 


Office chief Henrik Kroll in the Ministry of Fisheries believes that there is 
good reason to fear a reaction from consumers in Great Britain, Switzerland and 
the Netherlands for environmental awareness in this field is quite extensive 
in those countries. He amplifies his fears to BERLINGSKE. 


No Import Ban 


"On the basis of experience, you can be sure that consumers will themselves 
react very strongly to suggestions that food products might be contaminated, 
even if there fe no actual basis for it." 


As an example Henrik Kroll points to the strang reaction of consumers in the 


Common Market to reports that veal from Italy might contain remnants of growth 
hromones. 


The Ministry of Fisheries is certain that Great Britain will not immediately stop 
the importation of fish from Denmark because of the contamination at Che.inova, 
even though the English fish organizations, according to reports from the Danish 
Embassy, had proposed this on the BBC. 


The British Government through its embassy in Copenhagen let the Danish Government 
understand today that it fs completely satisfied with the manner in which the 
government handled the question of Chiminova. 








At the aame time aa thia communication the British fishing induatry denied that 
it had exprem@ed on ABC the desire for an fimport ban, as BERLINGSKE had related 
yeaterday. The Minfetry of Fisherles in Denmark maintains, however, that there 
ia no talk about a mistake. 


The Danieh Embaeny in London hae just factually made these reports. In the 
Minietry of Fisheries the view is held that the British fishing organizations 
and tnduetry has gotten “cold feet." The British Embasay confirms to BERLINGSKE 
that the Britciah Government has not received any request for an import ban. The 
Britieh agricultural and fishing attache Re. McKinley does not know the precise 
detaile in regard to the statements on the BBC. 


Working Group Eetablished 


There is no guarantee, however, that the importing countries won't bar fish 
products from Denmark. The Ministry of Fisheries says that it is completely 

up to the health authorities in each individual country to make a decision, 

if it is believed that there are real doubts on the products’ containing unhealthy 
substances. 


Consequently, the Minist:y of Fisheries established yesterday a working group 
with representatives from all parties concerned to receive questions from foreign 
importers and to obtain all the relevant information on the contamination at 
Cheminova.

[Text] A detailed survey of all contaminated land areas in Denmark is to be 
made. The Environmental Board, together with the counties and municipalities in 
the country will map the extent of abandoned dumps and factory sites with chemi- 
cally contaminated earth which have been unknown up to now. 


The Environmental Board is tired of being blamed for the increasing number of 
contamination incidents. It has most recently been disclosed that 200 and 500 
tons of poisoned earth from a closed Lacquer factory lies under Toftegards Square 
in Copenhagen and by mistake 15 truckloads of that dirt has been transported 

out to the Oresund near the bathing beach Svanemollen for final disposition. 


Emmerik Moltke, office chief in the Environmental Board, informs BERLINGSKE that 
the board is undertaking a through-going analysis of the extent of such con- 
tamination incidents throughout the country. 


Three Main Tasks 


"The authorities today are very dissatisfied with the situation when a sudden 
discovery of poisonous earth appears to the public like a catastrophe. As 
contamination inc'”’ nts become known it will show that much larger quantities 
of chemical waste are laying about than we in the Environmental Board were aware 
of," office chief Emmerik Moltke says. 


The counties have now received guidelines in regard to what they should focus 
upon in questionaires to the municipalities. They have three tasks. First, the 
municipalities are to report any knowledge of abandoned dumps from the period 
1945 to 1974. There is a chance of finding chemicals in the ground, which it 
was legal to dispose of in dumps before the Municipal Chemical Works in Nyborg 
was established. 


In the second place, an overall survey will be made in regard to activities which 
produce chemicals, for example, tanneries and metal-finishing plants. Finally, 
the ultimate consequences of earth contamination at dumps and factory sites on

The ban on eeteblishing new industries covers only Athens, not Attiki, and dose 
not include oriteria for classifying iadustries in pollution categories. Instead 
of forcing the industries to install immediately waste cleaning aystems, the 
government announced the granting of economic incentives. Thus, the capital's 
residents are subjected to the pollution while asked at the same time to pay for 
the antipollution measures. 


The layout plan increases the area of industrial installations in Attiki and does 
not provide for the relocation of large industrial unite. The vehicular traffic 
projects are not a solution to the problem. Wo specifications are mentioned 
concerning the quality of fuels. The appropriate agencies continue to ignore the 
Local Self-Government while the emergency measures appear to be extremely vague. 


Proposals 


Papadimitriou made the following proposals on behalf of all Attiki municipalities 
and commnities: 





a. A single agency responsible for the operation of the Athens Area Pollution 


Control Program should be established with the participation of the Local 
Self-Government and the professional agencies. 
b. Long-term ng/' Decentralisation of Athens through a national soning 


plan; preparation of a widely scceptable layout plan; removal of the "offensive 
industries"; permanent solution of the vehicular traffic problems through the 
installation of electrically operated mase transportation means; use of gas fuels 
in homes and industries; establishment of epidemiological research. 


c. Short-term (Planning/: Immediate establishment of procedures on emission of 
pollutant substances; assistance to PERPA; completion of a network of stations for 
pollution measurements; meteorological coverage of all Attiki; enactment of « law 
on industrial pollution; installation waste cleaning system: by 
inaustries with heavy sanctions /against viola } control of fuel supplied to 
industries; decrease in the circulation of privately owned care by improving masse 
transportation means; monitoring the operation of burners and of vehicles. 











Mayor Beis also referred to the exact same issues. Other speakers were Center for 
Snvironmental Research representative D. Geroukakis and Radiological Society 
representative F. Salaminios who said, in part: "The citisen today finds himself 
in ignorant darkness as concerns the impact of pollution. We hear about the 
dangers of amoking, coffee and of obesity bui nothing about amog. Each passing 
day seals our health with pollution whose levels are endangering the lives of all 
Atheniens. 


For 10 6 now the level of the extremely toxic pollutant smoke has exceeded the 
fee limit according to Social Services Ministry counts for which we have
